CIA Gets Special Blame; 
Nliu Makes Accusations 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam UP—Ngo Dinh Nhu, pow­ 
erful and controv ersial brother of South V‘et Nam’s 
president, say Buddhists under interrogation hav e iden­ 
tified U. S. Central Intelligence Agents and other Amer­ 
icans who constantly prodded them to attempt to ov er­ 
throw the gov ernment. 
Nhu said CIA agents “ may hav e receiv ed orders to do 
it against their will.” 
“ Perhaps because they didn’t like the orders they 
didn’t carry them out v ery successfully ,” Nhu added 
with an amiable smile. 
Nhu spoke to a group of 
v isiting foreign correspon­ 
dents Thursday at Gia Long 
Palace. President Ngo Dinh 
Diem’s brother talked 2V i 
hours about what he call­ 
ed the “ mess” in South Viet 
Nam. 
Speaking 
of the CIA, 
Nhu 
said: “ One thing I don’t under­ 
stand is why some CIA agents 
were inv olv ed in the Buddhist 
affair.” 
He was referring to the gov -i 
ernment clash with Buddhists in 
the wake of Buddhist protests of 
discrimination and a series of 
ritual suicides by fire. 
“ I don’t know wheiher they 
receiv ed their instructions from 
higher up. I must say until the 
Buddhist 
affair 
broke, 
CIA 
play ed an important part in 
making a 
winning program” 
against Viet Cong Communist 
guerrillas. 
Nhu did not blame top lev els 
of 
CIA 
for 
what 
went 
on, 
but said “ it really was suicidal 
to destroy what was so promis­ 
ing” 
in 
the 
anti-Communist 
program. 
‘For that reason I don’t be­ 
liev e at all that chiefs of CIA 
were responsible for the mess 
here in Viet Nam,” he added.

B> this T do not mean that it will put 'Fidel 
Castro out of business immediately or sub­ 
stan tially undermine president Duv alier with 
whom we hav e enjoy ed strained relations in 
Haiti. 


Tliis was the immediate reaction of many 
p eo p le, but the fact is that disaster usually 
p u lls a nation more tightly together. And ac­ 
tu ally hurricane Flora giv es Castro an ex cuse 
fo r th e poor sugar crop and the general eco­ 
n o mic slump which had hit his island as a 
resu lt of human blundering, not the blunder­ 
b u ss o f th e hurricane. No w he can blame 
ev ery th in g o n 
Flora — u n less the American 
p eo p le step fo rward 
in th eir traditional role as 
a g o o d n eig h b o r. 


Wh at I mean is that a Friendship Train or 
so me fo rm o f it. such as a Friend Ship or, 
p ro b ab ly 
a wh o le fleet of them to both Haiti 
an d Cu b a would put the old friendship be­ 
tween th e American and Cuban people back in 
th e fo u cs th ey 
hav e enjoy ed for so many y ears 
b efo re Castro disrupted it. 


' Communism Decline Begins 
It sh o u ld he remembered that when the 
Frien d sh ip Train 
steamed across the United 
States d u rin g 
Europe’s dark day s of 1947 there 
was real Communism in many parts of west­ 
ern Eu ro p e. Th e 
Communist party gov erned 
p arts of Italy , had cooperated with Premier 
Dv Gasp ari in a coalition cabinet and a Dom- 
mu n ist-in sp ired 
strike had prev ented the h ar­ 
v estin g o f th e 
Italian crops. 


In Fran ce, th e nation’s transportation had 
b een p araly zed 
by a railroad strike and 120 
sh ip s were tied u p 
the harbor of Le Hav re 
wh en th e tirst Friendship supplies arriv ed. Its 
arriv al cau sed th e striking longshoremen to 
u n lo ad th e sh ip an d 
thereafter they bolted 
th eir lead ers an d broke the strike. 


In Haly , at the elections which followed, 
th e Co mmu n ist party took its worst beating. 
In Cu b a, th e p eo p le 
are ripe for a new re- 
riv al o f frien d sh ip 
with the United States and 
so are man y of th eir leaders. Howev er, it will 
n o t co me th ro u g h a New Bay o f 
Pigs opera­ 
tio n o r secret lan d in g s o n 
the Cu b an sh o re 
o r sab o tag e fro m th e in sid e. 


It will co me fro m th e trad itio n al Ch ristian 
Frien d sh ip wh ich th e American 
people h av e 
ex ten d ed to so man y o th er 
people in distress 
th ro u g h o u r lo n g h isto ry .

Long before Hurricane Flora caused more 
death and dev astation than any hurricane 
since the Galv eston blow in 1900. the men 
around Castro indicated they wanted to re­ 
sume the old ties with the United States. 


President Dorticos conlided to Communist 
members of the European diplomatic corps 
that Cuba must resume its old relations with 
the Uniled States. He warned that Cuba was 
too elose to its giant neighbor only 90 miles 
away , that its economy had too long been tied 
into that of the United States, that American 
tourist ex change was too important, and that 
it would he impossible for Cuba to liv e too 
long apart from its neighbor. 


President Dorticos ev en stated that Cuba 
would be willing to pay for the property seized 
from the United States in order to resume 
its old ties. 


This, remember, was a statement made to 
Communist ambassadors, not to Americans. 


(o ld War Thaw Worries Cuba 


More recently , the Cuban ambassador to the 
United Nations, Carlos Lethuga has confided 
to other UN diplomats that his gov ernment 
was worried about the thaw in the cold war 
between the United States and Russia. This 
meant, he feared, that Russia would ease up 
on its Foreign Aid to Cuba which has been 
streaming in at the rate of $1,000,000 a day 
and which has been a drain on the Russian 
economy , resented in the Kremlin in the same 
way American tax pay ers gripe about our 
foreign aid. 


Ambassador Lechuga figured that with Ken­ 
nedy and Khrushchev getting along much bet­ 
ter. Mr. K. in Moscow would be anx ious to 
please Mr. K in Washington by withdrawing 
more Russian troops and other support. 


All this took place well before Hurricane 
Flora wrapped her deadly embrace around the 
islands of Cuba and Haiti. 


If the United States now acts in its tradi­ 
tional role of friend and benefactor of strick­ 
en peoples no matter what their politics, the 
Sov iet Gov ernment, which already has its food 
problems, will doubtless be glad of an ex cuse 
to stay in the background. 


This will hav e to be done not by indiv idual 
Americans howev er, for we do not hav e friend­ 
ly relations with Cuba as we did with the 
countries of Western Europe when we sent 
the Friendship Train. Indiv idual Americans, 
therefore, cannot go counter to U.S. policy . 
The initiativ e will hav e to he taken by (he 
Kennedy administration. 


If. one the other hand, we let some of the 
well-meaning put fool-hardy Cuban ex iles wav e 
the flag of interv ention and commando raids 
one again. Moscow will hav e to come to Cas­ 
tro's aid whether it wants to or not. 


Ex tending Friendship’s Hand 
The United States has stepped forward to 
help its enemies in many cases where its 
enemies hav e been much more dangerous and 
bitter than those in Cuba. 
After World War I, we sent Herbert Hoov er 
to Europe to feed not only Europe, but the 
German people who had fought against us and 
our Allies for four long and bloody y ears. 
After World War II, we put our v ast re­ 
sources of food at the disposal of the German 
people once again, despite the terrible atro­ 
cities they had committed against the J ews, 
and despite the relentless, sy stematic and ef­ 
ficient war machine which had brought death 
to thousands of American y oung men. 
We did the same for J apan, despite great 
bitterness and war hatred which still hung 
ov er from Pearl Harbor. All of this was the 
right thing to do. 
We hav e nev er been at war with the Cuban 
people. On the contrary , we helped rescue 
them from Spain 65 y ears ago and put them 
on their feet as a nation. We can now win 
hack their friendship and put them back on 
their feet economically once again, not by 
force of arms as some Senators hav e pro­ 
posed, but by the hand of friendship and sue- 
cor in an hour of great need and of great 
sorrow.

Mary Brown was the 
sole heir of an uncle who died 
without a Will leav ing a modest 
estate. This estate was adminis­ 
tered by the Public Administrator 
and reduced to cash funds. He 
was unable to locate Mary Brown 
during 
the administration, 
and 
finally paid the balance of the 
estate to the Treasurer of the 
State of Missouri as prov ided in 
the Escheat Law. 


Three y ears later Mary Brown 
contacted neighbors of her de­ 
ceased Uncle and learned that he 
had passed away , and since she 
could not be located, the balance 
of her Uncles estate had been 
paid to the State of Missouri. 


Can Mary Brown recov er her 
share of her late Uncle’s estate 
from the State? 
Answer: 
The answer 
is 
y es. 
Mary filed, in the Probate Court, 
a petition setting forth her claim, 
and the Court issued its order (or 
the amount due her. Mary had 2L 
y ears in which to file her claim 
because only cash funds were in­ 
v olv ed. If the estate had included 
land in addition to cash funds, the 
land claim would hav e had to be 
filed in the Circuit Court within 
fiv e y ears,

A few day s ago 1 was chat­ 


ting with a y oung man who lean­ 
ed against the lender of my car 
and said, “ I probably helped to 
put this one together. How do y ou 
like it? ” 


His remark underscored t Ii c 
fact that we hear that comment 
all to seldom. 
It’s a long way 
from the craftsman who could 
point to his creation to the work­ 
er on the assembly line. Yet this 
worker in the modern industrial 
complex had caught something of 
the same spirit. It is imperativ e 
that industry and our mechanized 
civ ilization make this possible for 
its citizens. 


When the base at Thule was 
established during World War IT, 
v olunteers were sought for that 
lonely and frigid place. After some 
months sev eral psy chologists v isit­ 
ed the base to test the reactions 
of the men. Said one y oung man. 
“ I liv e in Brookly n. I get up in 
the 
morning, 
breakfast at the 
drugstore go to the office, hav e 
my dinner nearby , see a show and 
come home. For the first time in 
my life, I an now- able to feel that 
I can put something of me into 
my work.” 


It has been the glory of Am erica 
thal a man could find the incen­ 
tiv e to liv e creativ ely with a sense 
of freedom and a knowledge of 
personal dignity . 


The v ery complex ities of today 's 
life make that difficult, but it 
ought not to be defeated any more 


than contemporary industry de­ 
feats the old craftsmanship. 
Newbolt the philosopher, once 
said, “ A great man is great not 
because be happens to hav e ad­ 
v entures but because he is the 
cause of adv entures and makes a 
change in those w-ho ex perience 
them.” 
A nation is great for the same 
reason. Causes are great for the 
same reason. Labor and manage­ 
ment hav e need to reinterpret 
their needs, their common aspira­ 
tions and their mutual responsi­ 
bility in ev ery generation or the 
meaning of this greatness which 
causes adv entures slips from us. 
Somehow, 
we 
shall 
hav e to 
know what it is that we are try ­ 
ing to put together. We can’t re­ 
duce craftsmen to automatons and 
ex pect these same automatons to 
find a great sense of loy alty to 
work, or to env ironment — for 
that matter, to ex istence itself.

This 
is one of the challenges modern 
man confronts, lest he defeat him­ 
self. 


The Doctor Say s 
S trttke 
Reh a b ilita t 
Ta k es Time a nd Pa tience

Many strokes are being pre­ 
v ented today through the recogni­ 
tion of little strokes and through 
X-ray pictures of the blood v essel 
pattern in the brain. But what of 
those }>ersons in whom a major 
stroke does occur? This is no long­ 
er a hopeless situation thanks to 
new surgical techniques and re­ 
habilitation. 
The first thing the doctor must 
do is to pinpoint the area inv ol­ 
v ed. The sy mptoms pro d u c e d 
v ary from sudden paraly sis to 
deafness or blindness and they 
giv e a preety accurate clue to the 
location of the damage but they 
do not tell whether the cause was 
a hemorrhage or an obstruction 
due to a clot or the narrowing of 
a hardened artery . 
The use of a v ariety of X-ray 
techniques, but especially of a 
harmless opaque dy e solv es this 
problem. Since different causes 
require different treatments this 
step is essential. 
The brain tissue can w ilhstand 
hav ing the ox y gen supply from the 
blood shut off for o» ly a few m*n- 
utes before perm anent dam age to 
its delicate cells occurs. By low­ 
ering the body tem perature from 
9 8 .6 degrees down to 8 2 degrees 
the surgeon is able to work on the 
brain longer than he coidd if the 
normal 
body 
tem perature 
were 
m aintained, and still av oid brain 
dam age. 
The surgeon may remov e a clot, 
repair an occluded v essel in the 
neck or prov ide it with a by pass 
or he may stop a hemorrhage. 
These operations sav e many liv es 
that would otherwise be lost. When 
the stroke is due to an occluded 
v essel in the neck, complete re­ 
cov ery often takes place while the 
v ictim is still on the operating 
table. 
For those whose recov ery is 
slower, rehabilitation is often pos­ 
sible, 
In order to accomplish the best 
results, this should be started as 
soon as the emergency aspects of 
the treatment are completed. In 
rehabilitation 
a 
nurse specially 
trained in this field is a key per­ 
son. She sees to it that the v ic­ 


tim’s position is shifted .if frequent 
interv als. This helps to prev ent 
pressure ulcers or bedsores. She 
also mov es paraly zed limbs so 
that the joints do not stiffen. 


As soon as the v ictim is able 
to make 
any v oluntary 
mov e­ 
ments of his fingers or toes, a 
series of graduated ex ercises is 
giv en. No v ictim is permitted to 
loaf or feel sorry for himself be­ 
cause as soon as this occurs he is 
doomed to a life of complete de­ 
pendency . In one series of pati­ 
ents, 61 per cent of those who en­ 
tered a program of activ e rehabi­ 
litation within less than six months 
after their stroke were restored to 
useful community liv ing. Of these, 
half were able to return to some 
gainful employ ment. When the v ic­ 
tims had been paraly zed for more 
than six months the results were 
much poorer.

“ The nation cannot hope to get 
the utmost in 20th century rail­ 
road progress in the face of 19th 
century policy bottlenecks,” they 
said in a statement. 
It also said President Kennedy 's 
legislativ e recommendations pro­ 
v ide 
a statesmanlike approach 
toward 
ending 
discriminatory 
treatment in transportation. They 
urged congressional action on the 
recommendations without further 
delay . 
The eight-day ex position, ex ­ 
pected to attract about 30,000 in­ 
dustry officials and employ es ends 
Oct. 16.
